Collazo was formally charged with

Truman Asserts 
Never In Danger 
During Attack 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—13?)— 
President Truman said today he 
feels he was "never in any dan- 
ger" from the assassination 
at- 
tempt Wednesday 
and is "sick" 


over the death of the police offi- 
cer who was fatally wounded in 
his defense. 


Speaking of Pvt. Leslie Coffelt, 


40, Mr. Truman 
told 
reporters: 


"He was one of the finest fellows 
you ever knew and he was mur- 
dered outright. It just makes you 
sick'"' 


"Terrible Thing" 
He , called It a "terrible 
thing" 


and said he was sick too over the 
wounding of Officers Donald T. 
Birdzell and Joseph H; Downs. 


Truman's statement that he was 


•• never in danger clearly was meant 
as an expression of confidence in 
the men who guard him. "I wasn't 


•i in any danger," he said. "I never 
have been."

Government Asks 
Increased 1950 
Corn Production 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—<.ZP>— 
The government today asked farm- 
ers to produce more corn next year 
to assure plenty of feed for "abun- 
dant" production of livestock. 
Secretary of Agriculture Bran- 


nan, 
in making the call, said that 
all indications point to an even 
greater demand for meat next year 
than this year. 
The secretary said there will be 


no controls on corn production ex- 
cept on voluntary acreage plant- 
ing allotments. 
The 
allotments 


will be larger than this year, but 
how much will be determined lat- 
er.Farm law permits use of rigid 
marketing quotas when supplies 
ore excessive. 
But quotas have 


never been applied to corn. Grow- 
ers must comply with planting al- 
lotments in order to be eligible for 
government price supports. How- 
ever, they may plant more than 
their allotments 
If they do not 


need or desire price support aid. 
Today's announcement had been 


anticipated for several 
months, 


because corn supplies, while, large, 
are being used at a heavy rate un- 
der a livestock expansion program. 
Several weeks ago, Brannan sus- 
pended all controls on cotton next 
year because of a very short crop. 
Peanuts and tobacco are likely to 
be the only crops subject to mar- 
keting quotas next year.'

San Juan Under Siege. 
San Juan was virtually under a 


atote of siege today. Police blocked 
off roads in their hunt for Nation- 


alists and Communists and requir- 
ed special police passes for those 
seeking to go through the lines. 


Albizu Campos and other Na- 
tionalist and Communist leaders 
were whisked to police headquar- 
ters for Intensive questioning.

was learned that some 600 Nation- 
alists and Communists In all were 
to be rounded up, 300 of them In 
the metropolitan San Juan area.

Temporary Price 
Controls Urged By 


Sen. Humphrey 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 


Senator Humphrey (D-Mlnn) call- 
ed today for an Immediate "tem- 
porary price stop," steps to con- 
trol wages and an early $10,000,- 
000,000 to $15,000,000,000 tax boost. 


These actions he said in a state- 


ment released bv his office, are 
needed to clamp an emergency lid 
on living costs rocketing toward 
inflation. 


"A more dynamic and immedi- 
ate program Is vital," he said, to 
permit time for "indirect controls" 
already invoked or planned to take 
hold in the fight against inflation." 
As a primary step he urged that 


President Truman employ at once 
his emergency powers to control 
wages and prices to impose a gen- 
eral price ceiling for four to six 
months. 
Such a move, he said, 


would check rising 
living costs 


until "indirect controls, which all 
of us prefer, are made fully effect- 
ive." 


45-Million Votes 
Predicted Tuesday

U. S. Population 
Officially Set 
At 150,697,361 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 2— Cm- 


Final, official figures today put the 
1950 
United States population at 


150,697,361. 


This census tally, taken every 10 
years, reflected a shift in the pop- 
ulation that will cause seven states 
to gain and nine to lose seats in the 
435-member house of representa- 
tives scheduled to be elected 
two 
years from now. 


The total population figure, an- 


nounced at the White House, was 
calculated as of April 1. It showed 
an increase of 19,028,086 since the 
1940 
census — the greatest gain for 
a ten-year period in the nation's 
history. The increase was 14.5 per 
cent. 


House seat gains will be seven 


for California, two for Florida, anc 
one each for Maryland. Michigan 
Texas, Virginia and Washington. 
Losses will be three for Pennsylva- 
nia, two each for Missouri, New 
York and Oklahoma, and one each 
for Arkansas, 
Illinnl?. Kentucky, 


Mississippi and Tennessee. 
The census bureau's calculations 


on the reappolrtlonment of scats 
were the mathematical answer to

mains 435, as at present. 
Congress conceivably could make 
a different matter of it by voting 
to enlarge the size of the house. 
The final 1950 census figures were 
given to President Truman by Cen-

A tumble in his garden on Sept. 


10 while pruning a tree proved the 
undoing of the self-styled Napoleon 
of drama. He broke his left thigh 
bone and was taken to Luton Hos- 
pital to have the bones pinned to- 
gether. A bladder ailment compli- 
cated his condition. A mator opera- 
tion eased the trouble and he was 
brought home Oct. 4, but suffered 
a relapse Sunday. 


Mrs. 
Alice Laden, his housekeep- 
er at the brick cottage, "Shaw's 
Corner", announced the death 
to 
re-porters. He had lapsed into 
a 
coma at 3 a. m. Wednesday. 
Funeral Set Monday 


A little while later'a manservant 


hung a little notice on the Garden 
gate. Handwritten on a sheet from 
Shaw's own writing pad and pasted 
to a thin card, he said: 
"Mr. 
Bernard 
Shaw 
passed 


peacefully away at one minute to 
five o'clock this morning. 
"From the coffers of his genius 
he enriched the-world." 
Funeral plans were announced 
this morniner. Shaw's body will be 
cremated after a private service at 
a crematorium in northwest Lon- 
don. 
The service will be held at 4 
p. m. (10 a. m. CST) Monday. 
His friends expect his ashes to 


be mixed with those of his 
wife, 


Charlotte, who died In 1943, and 
scattered over the Shaw Garden. 


The author of 55 plays, five nov- 
els and countless essays—the best 
of which were turned out after he 
was 40—Shaw was 
credited 
by 


many critics with reviving British 
drama after its golden age of Gold- 
smith and Sheridan. No stickler as 
to modesty, Shaw considered him- 
self the successor to Shakespeare 
and even an Improvement on the 
Bard of Avon.

Well-Armed Fanatic 
Chinese Found On 
Northwest Front 


SEOUL, Korea, Nov. 3.—UP)—-The 


U. S. First Cavalry division Thurs- 
day night abandoned attempts to 
rescue the remainder of one of its 
regiments surrounded in northwest 
Korea by Communists including 
Chinese Reds. 
The trapped men were ordered 
to try to break out on their own. 
Some already had done so. 


Normally a regiment totals about 


5,000 men, but the undisclosed num- 
ber trapped was obviously less than 
this. 
Escapes and heavy casual- 
ties had reduced tho number. 


Variance In Reports. 
Earlier a U. S. First corps spokes- 


man referred to two battalions of 
the regiment as being surrounded 
and said they were believed to 
total the equivalent of one battal- 
ion. 
This would be about 1,000 


men. 


Later front line reports spoke of 


the full regiment being cut 
off 


Wednesday night near a dry river 
bed four miles southwest of Un- 
san, and still later said the trap- 
ped unit represented "a consider- 
able portion" of the regiment.

United States Is Lucky Never To Have Been Occupied'— 
Pact Nations Plan 40-Division European Force By 1953

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2—(/P)—

ions plan to have 40 divisions on 
'the western front" in Europe by 
953.He disclosed this goal during a 
lews conference In which he ex- 
iressed the opinion that 
France 


will never drop Its opposition to 
he Inclusion of German military 
units as large as divisions in west- 
rn Europe's defense force. 
France Provldlne Half 


Moch told reporters that France 
ill provide one half of the ground 
units which the Atlantic pact pow- 
rs plan to station on 
Europe's 


western front. He said that addi- 
lonal defense forces also are plan- 
•>ed on Europe's northern and sou- 
hern fronts. He gave no hint at 
he possible size of these forces. 


Presumably the western 
front 
would be primarily in Germany; 
the northern front In Norway and 
Denmark, and the southern front 
in Italy. 
Moch expressed hope that the 12 


Atlantic pact nations will be able 
to agree on a solution of the Ger- 
man rearmament question, despite 
the present deadlock between 
U. 
S. and French plans on that sub- 
ject. Secretary of State 
Aeheson 


predicted at an earlier conference 
that some way soon will be found 
to .settle the Issue. 
The French government wants 
to limit German military units to 
the smallest possible size. 
Moch 


personally favors the battalion, in- 
cluding from 800 to 1.200 men. 
France wants such units incorpo- 
rated in a European army, under 
a defense minister responsible to a 
European assembly. 


The United States contends that 
divisions, up to around 20.000 men 
each, would be the smallest practi- 
cal German unit. It has proposed 
undisclosed

The quantities of materi- 


als which have been pur- 
phased since the

Minister Winston Churchill 
and his military

seem to have thought so, too. 


What, then, was Church- 


ill's consternation when, as 
the new installment of his 
war memoirs records, he 
learned that however strong 
Singapore might be against 
a sea attack no attempt had 
been made to protect it from 
assault on the land side. The 
miliary strategists to whom 
the defense of the 
fortress 


had been entrusted had de- 
cided that the jungle was a 
sufficient 
obstacle to 
at- 


tackers, and that the erec- 
tion of forts and pillboxes 
was unnecessary. Even after 
the war started, these mili- 
tary leaders did not think 
it important to strengthen 
Singapore's defenses.

did not even trouble to men- 
tion the lack of land pro- 
tection.

TEACHERS AND JOBS 


Much has been said and 


fOritten about the current 
shortage of teachers. There 
is no doubt of its existence. 
Notwithstanding that 
fact, 


lhany recent qualified grad- 
uates have been unable to 
get jobs; at least, they have 
been unable to get the jobs 
they wanted. 


Many cities both large»and 


•mall have, if not enough 
teachers, as many as their 
budgets allow. It is a gener- 
ally accepted fact that most 
districts are able to get 
enough high school 
teach- 


ers; the general lack is in 
the lower grades. 
Many 


states have a rule that pro- 
hibits hiring teachers who 
are'-..not graduates of their 
own training schools. 
The 


free moving of teachers be- 
tween states might help the 


closely as to why these pre- 
cautions, which seemed ob- 
vious after Singapore 
fell, 


were not taken. 


No such inquiry has been 


made, possibly because no 
one was able to claim that 
he had urged 
a 
different 


plan of defense for Singa- 
pore. Now, eight years after- 
ward, witnesses have died 
and memories have become 
dimmed, so it probably will 
never be done. The British 
policy seems to have been to 
let past scandals lie. In this 
country Congress very prop- 
erly investigated the Pearl 
Harbor disaster, and refuted 
some wild stories about its 
cause.

against Spain again is before 
the General 
Assembly.

proposed resolution

lift the ban on full formal 
relations, and would admit 
Spain

specialized agencies of the 
UN, although 
the 
nation 


presumably would still 
be 


barred from full 
member- 


ship. 


The error in the previous 


UN action against Spain was 
not in its principle but in the 
discrimination of 
applying 


the principle to only one na- 
tion. The sancations against 
Spain were voted on the ba- 
sis of tyranny 
and other 


abuses in the 
government, 


and it. is perfectly right that 
the UN and it member na- 
tions should 
oppose such 


abuses as a matter of prin- 
ciple. But there are several 
other nations, enjoying full 
membership in the UN, to 
which the principle 
would 


apply with equal fitness. 


The wrong of the Spanish 


action was that it stopped 
with Spain. If the principle 
is to go no further, it would 
be better abandoned. 


EDUCATING PRISONERS 


Discussion Of Human Heart Heard 
By Lions Club At Tuesday Meeting 


A discussion of the human heart 
by Dr. Gurley H. Sanders of Ker- 
ens, highlighted the weekly Corsi- 
cana Lions club luncheon Tuesday. 
Explaining about 
care 
of the 
heart, the physician declared "It 
all works down to sane living." He 
stressed rest, sleep, and avoidance 
of overweight and heavy exercise, 
In cases of heart disease. 
Dr. Sanders opened his talk with 
a description of the' heart, which 
he compared with a pump—about 
the size of the owner's fist. One un- 
usual thing about the organ is that 
it has to rest while it works, he 
pointed out. 


Because of the -heart's functions 
—pumping blood through the body 
in small and large "pipes"—the 
medical world thinks in terms of 
"mechanics" in thinking of heart 
disease, the physician explained. 
Causes of Heart Disease. 
Causes of heart disease, he said, 
include "Invasion of the body by 
infectious products—invasion of the 
valves by bacterian organisms." He 
also pointed to degeneration of the 
body with age, and rheumatic fever 
found sometimes in children. An- 
other cause, syphillis, has crippled 
many hearts, he said, but he fore- 
saw less of this in the future be- 


cause of modern drugs, such as the 
anti-biotics. 
'Just as the farmer thins his 
corn and vegetables," Dr. Sanders 
declared, "the medical profession 
plus the pharmaceutical profession, 
plus research workers, in the past 
three or four decades, have so thin- 
ned out diseases that kill, that now 
heart disease is out in front as the 
biggest cause of death." 
Dr. Sanders emphasized that peo- 
ple get along all right with bad 
hearts. "How we get along de- 
pends greatly on the integrity of 
the heart muscle," he added. 
Take Doctor's Advice, 
His advice to victims of 
heart 
disease was the selection of a doc- 
tor "you have confidence in," and 
"settle down to his decisions." 
To those' wondering if they had 
heart trouble, the physician declar- 
ed: 
, 
"If you can walk up stairs with- 


out shortness of breath; if you have 
no swelling about • the ankles and 
feet; and if you can He flat on 
your back in bed and snore with- 
out awakening; and have ho cough 
—the chances are that your heart 
is pretty good."

Ian Shivers will make it his pol- 
icy to pass appointments to state 
policy boards around to more in- 
dividuals. 


Faced with more than two-score 
vacancies between now and spring 
on many important boards 
and 
commissions, and numerous other* 
of lesser degree, Shivers told re- 
porters: 
"I think it is a great honor for 
a Texan to be appointed to such 
important policy-making boards as 
the regents of the various colleges. 
"They ought to be passed around 
so more people could share in the 
honor. I hope to carry that out 
as a general policy, bufr there will 
be exceptions. Any failure to re- 
appoint in individual should not be 
taken as a reflection on his ser- 
vices." 
The governor emphasized 
the 
latter point. 
He added that he would like to 
see the legislature submit a con- 
stitutional amendment under which 
state and county offices which 
now have two year terms would be 
made four-year terms.

Here's "• surprise to many agri- 
culturists in this area: The coun- 
ty has close to 6,000 tanks, spread 
out over some 10,000 acres

pastures.

Hope Offered Of 
Vaccine Against 
Gas Gangrene 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 2.—Iff1)—Hope 


was offered today for the develop 
merit of a protective vaccine against 
gu gangrene, an always feared 
complication of war wounds. 


Gas gangrene Is a wound infec- 
tion caused by germs that live In 
soil. Armies fear it because of the 
possibility of the wounded being 
contaminated where they fall. 
Little Previous Programs. 
A Canadian doctor told the Amer- 


ican Public Health association that 
statistics for World War II "show 
that no marked progress has been 
achieved since 1918 in the specific 
treatment of gas gangrene in war 
wounds" despite the use of such 
drugs as the sillfas and penicillin. 
And, said Dr. Victorlen Fredettc 


of the University of Montreal, "still 
less has been accomplished 'in the 
way of prcventative immunisation." 
But he declared "new hope" for 
a vaccine Is offered by a substance 
recently found In cultures of "clos- 
trldlum perfringens"—the 
princi- 


pal germ involved in 
gas gan- 


grene. 
He calls It the "bursting factor" 
because he believes It to be the 
activating agent that causes tox- 
in, or poison, from the germ to pro- 
duce infection. 


And yet, said the doctor, this sep- 
arate factor In Itself dies not have 
the poisonous properties of toxin 
Also, it appears to set up Immunity 
to the germ's action when It Is in- 
jected into experimental animals 


• Survive Doses. 
In tests with Guinea pigs, he re- 
lated, vaccinated animals all surviv- 
ed "challenge" doses of gas garv 
grcne germs. 


In contrast, 80 per cent of one 
group of unvacclnated animals were 
killed and 68 per cent of another 
group. 
In another report, Dr. A. 
R 


Woodburno, Denver, Colo., 
skin 
specialist, told of a new wart treat 
ment. 
It Involves use of a liquid nitra 
gen, which "boils" when It 1s plac 
ed on the wart—producing a tern 
peraturc of 180 degrees below zero 
as it changes from a liquid to a 
gas.Thus, said Dr. Woodburne, 
the 
wart Is frozen, and falls off In from 
one to two weeks. 
The doctor said 
the 
nitrogen 
treatment "doesn't" leave a scar 
or a raw .open area, as is usually 
the case with such treatments as 
X-ray, dry Ice, acetic.acid and oth- 
er acids."

the 


same area where the insects

the crop last year. 
When a county is designated 
a, 


disaster area, Its farmers are en. 
titled to seek loans from the Farm- 
ers Home Administration. The low- 
interest loans are intended to fi- 
nance the farmer for planting of 
another crop. 
Last year all or parts of 
nine 
states were 
designated 
disaster 


areas as a result of damage to the 
cotton crop from boll weevils and 
floods. The states were North Car- 
olina, South 
Carolina, 
Georgia, 


Tennessee, Alabama, 
Mississippi, 


Arkansas, Louisiana and Missouri. 


This year, the department spokes- 


man told a reporter, 
much 
the 


same area is Involved. 
Damage 


possibly 
may not have been 
as 


heavy in Georgia and Mississippi 
as last year, he said, but Oklaho- 
ma and Texas, on the other hand, 
have more damage. 


Surveys now being made In the 


field will determine which coun- 
ties are to be included In the dis- 
aster area classification. It may 
be four weeks before the job 
is 


complete, the spokesman said. 


The department already has an- 


nounced that 61 counties In Okla- 
homa, Texas and Louisiana are In 
the disaster area category. 
Last year 20,319 disaster 
loans 


totaling $19,177,563 were made 
to 


cotton farmers in the nine states. 


Loans carry three per cent inter- 
est and generally are for the one 
crop year, 'although they may run 
longer. The government requires 
security, 
usually the crop to be 


harvested. This year, when many 
of the same farmers will need new 
loans, the spokesman said, 
some 


additional security likely will 
be 
required. 


Since" the loans are designated to 


carry 
the farmer through a bad 
year and enable him to 
harvest 


another crop, the money can not 
be used for paying off' other 
in- 


debtedness, the spokesman said.

All-Out Effort. 
It was an obvious all-out effort 


by the Reds to keep United Na- 
tions troops away

producing reservoirs which pump 
life-blood into both North Kore- 
an and Manchurian industry. 


The cold of winter and the Lit- 


tle Gobi sands which whip across 
the country at this time of year 
multiplied the misery of ground 
fighting. 


Here is the way the battle shap- 
ed in the Korean theaters: 
Northwest: A series of Chinese 
and North 'Korean attacks set the 
Allies on their heels....The South 
Koreans were attacking. A spokes- 
man said the situation was ser- 
ious but improving. A U. S. ar- 
mored co(pmn pushed northward 
along the inland coastal area 
to 


within 15 air miles of Sinuiju, the 
last Korean city before the Como- 
munist Manchurian border. Reds 
cut off one U. S. First Cavalry Di- 
vision battalion; two others fought 
back to the main force. 


Northeast: The U. S. 10th Corps 
lost contact with newly entered 
Chinese troops. 
The U. S. Sev- 
enth Infantry Division's 17th reg- 
iment punched hard at Pungsan, 
38 air miles from Manchuria. 


Aerial: Russian-built Yak planes 
hit the Northwest Korean area for 
the 
second straight day. Two 
were blasted out of the sky. 
Reds Using Rockets. 


A First Cavalry Division spokes- 
man said the enemy was using 82 
mm. rockets in their smashing at- 
tacks northwest of Unsan. These 
were believed to be a new Red 
weapon. 


The Reds, including some Chi- 
nese, were pressing hardest against 
Allied forces in the Unsan area. 
That is 66 air miles 
north of 
Pyongyang, the fallen North Ko- 
rean capital. 


The Reds attacked the 
right 
(east) flank of U. S. 24th Divis- 
ion elements trying to power their 
way up the Korean west coast to 
the Manchurian border. 


One Allied armored column crept 
ahead four miles to within 15 air 
miles of the boundary. 
It was 


pushing up a rutted coastal ro'ad 
northwest of Charyongwan. 
The 


column beat off two 
counterat- 
tacks. 


The column was headed for the 
border city of Sinuiju, just across 
the border from Antung in Man- 
churia. 


The cut-off U. S. Cavalry bat- 
talion was near a dry river bed 
southwest of Unsan. 
Two other 
battalions of the same regiment 
fought their way out of a Red 
trap to the main force. 


A South Korean battalion, sur- 
rounded four days ago, still was 
trapped. 


The hard-drlvlne R«ds also forc- 


ed four South Korean divisions to 
defensive ground around Unsan. 
Roks Counterattack. 
But South Korean Second Corps 
units launched counterattacks 25 
miles southeast of Unsan. A corps 
spokesman said elements of the 
Sixth and Eighth Divisions had 
moved up as much as two miles.

They were 
Instructed to give the Nationalist 
leader warnings at three minute 
intervals to surrender without re- 
sistance and to assure him his life 
would be protected. 


Albizu Campos refused to ans- 
wer the three warnings.

For years his writings brought 
him no recognition. Most of his 
outstanding plays poured out after 
he was 40.

He was over 60 when he produc 
ed three generally regarded by the 
British as his 
best—"Heartbreak

House 
Wednesday—preceded their 
decision to "take the law into our 
own hands.'1 


Collazo, who is expected to sur- 


vive and stand trial on a murder 
charge in the death of one of the 
president's bodyguards, was mov- 
ed today from Emergency Hos- 
pital to a jail ward in Gallinger 
Hospital, a municipal institution 
deemed more secure.

statements 
were taken down by secret ser- 
vice agents and Washington hom- 
icide detectives in the presence 
of 
several witnesses. 
Denies Being Communist.

ANCIENT EVILS STILL PERSIST 
AND THREATEN MODERN LIFE 


Temptation Tries And Tempers Moral 
Character—Humanity's Perfect Man Had 
To Be Tested In This Fashion—Modern 
Evils Are Ancient Sins

That world affairs are in an 
alarming and chaotic state even 
the most superficial observer would 
admit. Yet in the midst of these 
turbulent affairs, many people are 
willing to admit that what the 
world needs most for its ordering 
is not new systems of government, 
new economic arrangements, new 
social patterns, but the changing 
of men's hearts and 
minds in 
wholesale lots. 
For the heart of man is des- 
perately wicked, and whether we 
want to acknowledge that or not, 
we had better do so if we want to 
think straight. 
Even Jesus, the 
only perfect man who has ever ap- 
peared in the history of the race, 
was tempted in all things like as 
we are, yet without sin. Steppin 
down 
from 
the 
exaltation 
an 
ecstasy of his baptism 
and the 
divlne approbation which accom- 
tanied it, Jesus was driven by the 
Spirit into the wilderness for 
His soul 
might 
days, that 
tempted. 
The Test of Temptation. 


His 
first 
temptation—crassest, 
and ferighted with immediacy to 
a hungry body—was the tempta- 
tion to turn stone into bread. The 
second was that He show off His 
faith 
in 
needless exhibitionism, 
and cast Himself down from the 
pinnacle of the temple. The third 
temptation (with which this week's 
lesson particularly deals), was to 
attain His ends , by compromise; 
to turn away from the hard, high 
road that led to Calvary, and to 
give the devil a place in His alle- 
giance, 


The answer of Jesus, which rout- 
ed the devil, was a clear-cut and 
unwavering assertion of the sole 
sovereignty of God. 
He alone 
merits our adoration and our ser- 
vice. When God is given first place 
in a life, sin and Satan are crowd- 
ed out. 


By His tremendous ordeal in the 
wilderness temptation, wherein He 
met Satan and worsted him with 
the sword of the Spirit, Jesus for- 
tified Himself for all future or- 
deals and sealed His loyalty to the 
Kingdom. 
But He also, 'by His 
example, gave succor to every man 
since who has had to grapple with 
the temptation to put his body 
above the soirit. All or His re- 
sources, and His complete sym- 
pathy, are with the person called 
upon to wrestlo. with the devil. 
Old Evils Reappearing. 


Writing to the Romans and to 


the 
Corinthians some 20 years 
after Jesus had experienced His 
wilderness temptation. Paul deala 
with the carnal sins common in 
his day—sins 
common even 
that 
now. are not 
Against 
un- 
the 
impenitent perpetrators" of these 
sins, Paul definitely shuts 
the 
door of heaven. 


It is hard for us, living in mod- 
ern North America, to realize the 
prevalence of lewd and debauched 
living in the Roman Empire of 
Paul's day. Happily, modern Am- 
erica has not yet reached the state 
of 
acute 
moral 
ailment which 
swept Rome off the stage of world 
history. But we should not 
be 
complacent, for there are signs of 
moral decadence in modern life 
which are already geratly alarm- 
ing 
serious 
students 
of 
social 
trends. "Revelling and drunken- 
ness," "chambering and wanton- 
ess, 
"strife and jealousy,"—these 
are as real to us today as they 
ivere to Paul. Too often they are 
?lossed over with fancy, psycho- 
ogical catch-words, but they are 
olain, old carnal sins devastating 
the heart of modern man as they 
devastated the hearts of the an- 
cients. 


Out of a new philosophy of lib- 


erty has developed an era of vul- 
garity, shallowness, drunkenness, 
sensuality, and crime such as the 
western world *ias not known for 
generations, and possibly never in 
its history. 


Religion the Only Cure. 


Today we call drunkenness "al- 
coholism" and classify it as a 
disease. It Is a disease, but it is 
ilso a sin which without devla- 
;ion the Bible from beginning to 
end designates as a prime destroy- 
er of moral character. One out of 
15 persons who start to drink are 
rated to contract this "disease." It 
is a disease no one needs to have 
and the sure way—and only sure 
\vay-to prevent it, is never to 
start to drink. 


The young people of today are 
not getting a square deal from 
their seniors. 
The cocktail party 
a.n.d ,bars »« the living room con- 
stitute bad examples to the on- 
coming generation. Many parents 
:oday do not have enough knowl- 
edge about spiritual matters to be 
mu 
°,, instruct their children. 
They often take so little interest 
in church that the children con- 
clude that religion is an elective 
and decide not to elect it. 


The cure for all this is to be 


found between the covers of the 
Bible, 
and 
particularly 
in 
the 
New 
Testament. 
Jesus 
went 
straight to the heart of man and 
proposed to change that. His pur- 
pose was to plant new master.mo- 
tives in the breast of men. With 


the controlling purposes of 
life 
clear and strong. He knew that 
all things would give way before 
it. 


A God-dominated character is Ir- 
resistalble. 
It is the only safe- 
guard against every variety of sin, 
including the gross and carnal sins 
which still continue to harass the 
life of modern man in spite of 
his knowledge.

Lester 
(Bottle) 
Walker 
pointed out that 
all 
taxpayers 
aren't being treated fairly when 
a man with 100 head of cattle ren- 
ders only five head. 


Other Totals Higher. 
Tax valuations in other counties 


of Navarro county's size are much 
higher, it was said, during a gen 
oral discussion of inadequate as- 
sessments. 


"The board of equalization should 
not bo tax assessors," declared 
County Judge Joe D. Huffstutler, 
And the court seemed to agree. 
The alleged practice of "sticking 
rendition sheets under the nose ol 
taxpayers and asking them 
to 


sign," was assailed. 
It was sug- 
gested that a three-cent stamp to 
mail the sheets would do as well 
as paying a field deputy. 


No Action Taken. 


"Everybody would be glad to do 
their part if everyone has to toe 
the line," commented Commission- 
er Joe George of Blooming Grove 
Although no action was taken 


regarding the problem, the court 
members agreed to take up the 
matter again after January 1, and 
not employ field deputies until a 
policy is set relative 
to their 


work.
